To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Sunbury-on-Thames  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  this  District 
during  1967- 

The  population  of  the  District  at  mid-year  1967  was  estimated 
to  be  39,320-  This  represents  an  increase  of  470  since  the  corres¬ 
ponding  period  in  1966.  Dwellings  numbered  12,624- 

Live  births  totalled  658  (crude  rate  1 6 . 7  per  1,000  population) 
and  were  considerably  fewer  than  in  the  peak  year  of  1965  when  837 
were  recorded  (crude  rate  21-9  per  1,000  population)- 

On  the  other  hand  there  were  fewer  deaths-  These  numbered  352 
(399  in  the  previous  year)-  This  fall  is  attributable  mainly  to  a 
reduction  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  the  chief  causes  i-e. 
diseases  of  the  heart  and  blood  vessels,  malignant  new  growths,  and 
pneumonia  and  bronchitis-  The  lung  and  bronchus  are,  and  have  been 
for  many  years,  the  commonest  sites  of  these  new  growths  causing 
death- 

There  were  twelve  infant  deaths  -  the  rate  per  1,000  live 
births  being  18-2  which  is  slightly  below  the  corresponding  rate  for 
England  and  Wales. 

With  the  exception  of  measles  there  were  comparatively  few 
notifiable  infections-  The  incidence  of  measles  -  334  notified 
cases  -  was  lower  than  had  been  expected  in  the  peak  year  of  the 
usual  two-year  cycle-  Encephalitis  associated  with  mumps  occurred 
in  three  children  who  recovered  without  any  apparent  serious  after¬ 
effects.  One  child,  an  infant,  died  of  meningococcal  infection  and 
was  the  only  instance  (one  case  of  tuberculosis  excepted)  of  a  fatal 
outcome  from  a  notifiable  infection - 

Seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified-  Salmonella 
typhimurium  was  the  causative  organism  in  three  cases  and  salmonella 
Stanley  in  two  -  all  were  sporadic  cases-  Though  the  food  was  not 
identified  the  infection  was  certainly  contracted  outside  the 
District  in  two  instances-  A  family  outbreak  affecting  two  persons 
was  investigated-  No  organism  was  found:  pre-cooked  chicken  was 
the  suspected  but  unproved  cause - 
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Preventive  inoculations  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  smallpox  are  carried  out  at  the  local 
health  authority  clinics  and  by  family  doctors.  It  is  pleasing  to 
record  that  a  very  high  percentage  of  infants  and  children  in  the 
District  are  protected  in  this  way. 

A  live  attenuated  measles  vaccine  is  a  comparative  newcomer 
among  the  prophylactics  and  already,  in  the  past  few  years,  hundreds 
of  children  have  been  inoculated.  It  will  be  recalled  that,  a  few 
years  ago,  this  was  one  of  the  Districts  where  research  was  under¬ 
taken  into  the  efficacy  of  the  vaccine.  The  results  were  encourag¬ 
ing  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  has  recently  recommended  the  vaccina¬ 
tion  of  all  children  from  the  age  of  twelve  months  who  have  not 
already  contracted  the  disease.  Though  comparatively  few  deaths 
occur  from  measles  it  is  known  that  the  infection  can  cause 
unpleasant  complications.  An  inquiry  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  showed  that  about  one  in  every  fifteen  persons 
with  measles  suffered  from  one  or  more  complications  such  as 
bronchitis,  pneumonia,  middle-ear  infection  and  neurological 
disturbances  c 

Chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  on  the  water  supplies  to 
the  District  are  received  periodically  from  the  Water  Companies. 
These  indicate  that  the  water  going  into  supply  is  wholesome  and  of 
satisfactory  quality  and  that  it  is  not  considered  to  have  plumbo- 
solvent  action.  Further  information  on  this  subject  is  submitted 
on  page  1 3-

ITEMS 


Certificates  of  Vaccination: 

During  the  year  871  International  Certificates  of  Vaccination  were 
brought  to  this  office  and  the  signature  of  the  doctor  authenticated. 


Dwelling  Accommodation: 

The  number  of  dwellings  in  the  District  in  196?  was  12,624.  In 
addition  approximately  330  caravans  were  in  use. 

Three  hundred  and  forty-three  new  units  of  accommodation  were  erected 
during  the  year.  Warden-Service  flats  at  Vinter  Court  (opened  during  the 
year)  and  at  Spelthorne  Grove  provide  accommodation  for  48  persons.-  Further 
housing  statistics  are  stated  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector's  report 
on  pages  21  and  22. 


Water  Supplies: 

All  dwellings  are  provided  with  mains  water  with  the  exception  of  the 
few  that  are  dependent  on  shallow  wells.  About  400  temporary  dwellings 
(including  caravans)  are  supplied  with  mains  water  from  standpipes. 

(a)  Water  Companies  supplying  the  District  are: 

i.  Metropolitan  Water  Board, 

ii.  South  West  Suburban  Water  Company, 

iii.  Woking  and  District  Water  Company. 

The  chemical  and  bacteriological  reports  of  the  Chief  Officers  of  the 
Water  Companies  show  that  the  water  going  into  supply  has  been  effectively 
treated  and  is  "safe"  and  that,  on  account  of  its  hardness  and  alkaline 
reaction  it  is  not  considered  to  have  any  significant  plumb o- solvent  action. 
These  reports  are  in  considerable  detail  and  they  also  show  that  the  lead 
content  of  water  in  the  mains  taps  on  consumers'  premises  is  well  below  the 
recommended  upper  limit  of  0.05  mg/litre . 

(b)  Shallow  Wells: 

Forty  caravans  and  other  premises  are  provided  from  shallow  wells. 
Bacteriological  tests  were  carried  out  on  fourteen  samples  from  five  wells 
known  to  be  sources  of  drinking  water.  The  coliform  count  report  indicated 
that  one  sample  was  at  the  time  "suspicious".  A  further  sample,  from  the 
same  well,  was  reported  to  be  "satisfactory". 

A  sample  of  water  taken  from  one  of  these  wells  was  reported  to  be  free 
from  lead  and  to  have  no  appreciable  plumbo- solvent  action. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal: 

A  regular  refuse  collection  has  been  maintained.  Treatment  is  carried 
out  at  the  plant  in  Charlton  and  disposal  is  effected  under  controlled 
conditions  at  the  neighbouring  gravel  pit. 
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The  greater  part  of  the  District  is  on  main  drainage  The  sewers 
are  connected  to  the  Mogden  Sewage  Treatment  Works  of  the  G-reater 
London  Council. 

Approximately  110  cesspools  are  in  use*  Caravans  and  some  river¬ 
side  dwellings  are  provided  with  chemical  closets.  Facilities  for  the 
emptying  of  cesspools  are  provided. 

During  the  year  two  older  properties  were  connected  to  the  sewer.

National  Assistance  Act,  1948,  sec,  47,  and 
National  Assistance  y Amendment)  Act,  1931 : 

Action  under  this  section  became  necessary  in  one  instance  only. 

This  was  the  case  of  a  woman  living  alone  who  had  become  acutely  ill  to 
the  extent  of  being  completely  incapacitated  and  was  in  urgent  need  of 
medical  and  nursing  attention.  Admission  to  hospital  was  effected  on  a 
Justice's  Order.  After  making  an  excellent  recovery  she  was  able  to 
return  to  her  own  home  within  a  few  weeks. 

Although  this  was  the  only  occasion  on  which  statutory  action  was 
taken  numerous  visits  were  made  by  the  staff  of  this  Department  to  other 
elderly  people  -  all  of  them  living  alone  -  of  whom  two  were  subsequently 
admitted  to  hospital  on  a  voluntary  basis.  Many  of  the  persons  visited 
would  undoubtedly  be  better  accommodated  in  Homes  under  Part  III  of  the 
National  Assistance  Act  but,  without  exception,  they  preferred  their 
independence  and  the  solace  of  familiar  surroundings  to  the  comfort  and 
amenities  otherwise  available.  Every  effort  is  made  to  meet  their 
wishes  through  the  provisions  of  the  Welfare  Service.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1967- 

The  routine  work  of  the  department  continued  smoothly  to  maintain  and 
improve  the  environmental  conditions  in  the  district  and  the  varied  nature  of 
the  work  carried  out  may  be  gauged  from  the  summary  of  inspections  on  the 
following  pages. 

Very  few  problems  exist  regarding  unfit  houses  and  it  was  only  necessary, 
to  represent  one  house  as  being  unsuitable  for  habitation.  Twenty-one 
properties  were  demolished  which  had  earlier  been  the  subject  of  clearance 
procedure  under  the  Housing  Act,  1957,  and  in  addition  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  forty-five  older-type  properties  were  removed  by  private  enterprise 
to  make  way  for  increased  residential  development. 

Special  attention  was  given  to  premises  where  petroleum  is  stored  and 
arrangements  were  made  for  the  testing  of  forty  underground  storage  tanks 
which  had  been  installed  for  more  than  twenty  years. 

The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  for  human  consumption  increased  sharply 
during  the  year  and  the  essential  task  of  meat  inspection  absorbed  a  large 
part  of  your  public  health  inspectors'  time. 

Inspectorial  and  clerical  staff  has  remained  unchanged  since  1954  and  an 
increase  of  15,000  in  the  local  population  has  taken  place  since  that  time. 

The  amount  of  work  involved  as  a  result  of  this  increase  and  additional  legis¬ 
lation  introduced  during  the  period  is  now  being  felt  within  the  department. 

A  population  of  40,000  has  almost  been  reached  and  the  Council  may  well  be 
asked  by  the  County  Council  to  undertake  the  responsibility  of  a  Food  and 
Drugs  Authority  in  the  near  future.  This  could  not  be  adequately  carried  out 
without  additional  staff. 

I  acknowledge  and  appreciate  the  willing  assistance  and  co-operation  given 
to  me  by  members  of  the  Council  and  staff  during  the  year.

HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSINQ  ACT-,  1959 

Nine  Discretionary  Grants  and  twenty  Standard  Grants  were  made  by  the 
Council  for  house  improvements  during  the  year. 

Applications  are  considered  by  the  Finance  (improvement  Grants  )  Sub- 
Committee  and  reports  upon  the  applications  are  made  by  the  Engineer  and 
Surveyor . 


RENT  ACT,  1957 

One  application  for  the  issue  of  a  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was 
received  during  the  year  and  the  Certificate  was  granted. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  &  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

This  Act,  the  main  provisions  of  which  came  into  operation  1st  August, 
1964,  relates  to  the  safety,  health  and  welfare  of  persons  employed  in 
shops,  offices  and  railway  premises  and  includes  requirements  for  sanitary 
conveniences,  washing  facilities,  drinking  water,  seats,  safety  of 
machinery,  first  aid  and  fire  precautions. 
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Some  premises  are  not  covered  by  the  Act;  the  main  exceptions  are  premises 
where  (i)  only  self-employed  people  work,  (ii)  the  only  employees  are  immediate 
relatives  of  the  employer  or  (iii)  the  weekly  sum  of  hours  worked  by  the 
employees  does  not  normally  exceed  twenty-one. 

During  the  year  168  visits  were  paid  by  inspectors  to  shops  and  offices  and 
the  total  number  of  premises  shown  to  be  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was 
252 . 


PETROLEUM  ( REGULATION )  ACTS,  1928  and  1936 

The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where 
petroleum  spirit  (including  petroleum  mixtures)  is  stored 

Fifty  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  representing  storage  of 
approximately  1 60,000  gallons. 

Licences  are  subject  to  conditions  based  upon  the  Home  Office  Model  Code 
adopted  by  this  Council  in  1958.  A  revision  of  the  Model  Code  is  at  present 
being  undertaken  and  consideration  will  no  doubt  be  given  to  the  various 
developments  which  have  taken  place  relative  to  the  storage  and  sale  of 
petroleum  over  the  past  decade. 

During  1967  the  first  self-service  (post  payment)  filling  station  was 
opened  in  the  district  and  a  similar  station  was  under  construction. 

Special  conditions  for  licences  granted  to  self-service  petrol  filling 
stations  were  presented  to  and  adopted  by  the  Council  in  April,  1967.  It  may 
be  necessary  to  modify  these  conditions  when  the  revised  Home  Office  Model  Code 
is  available. 

It  was  necessary  to  prosecute  a  firm  for  the  storage  of  petroleum  without 
a  licence  and  a  fine  of  £90,  plus  £10.  10.  Od  costs,  was  imposed. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  '\36k- 

This  Act  forbids  the  keeping  of  a  riding  establishment  unless  licensed  by 
the  local  authority.  Licences  are  granted  annually  and  three  licences  were 
issued  in  1967 »  The  Council  have  authorised  a  firm  of  veterinary  surgeons  to 
carry  out  inspections  of  premises  and  animals  under  the  Act. 

The  term  "riding  establishment"  means  the  carrying  on  of  a  business  of 
keeping  horses  to  let  out  on  hire  for  riding,  or  being  used  in  providing 
instruction  in  riding  for  payment,  or  both. 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1963 

Four  annual  licences  were  issued  in  respect  of  establishments  where  dogs 
and  cats  are  boarded.  Licences  impose  conditions  for  securing  the  suitability 
of  accommodation,  control  of  infection  and  provision  of  a  record  of  animals 
boarded. 

Periodic  inspections  of  premises  are  made  by  your  public  health  inspectors. 
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NOISE  ABATEMENT 


Twenty-nine  complaints  were  received  relating  to  noise  and  eighty-one 
visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  complaints. 

In  almost  every  case  the  nuisance  was  associated  with  commercial  or 
industrial  operations.  The  nuisances  were  abated  or  reduced  by  informal 
approach  and  in  no  instance  was  it  necessary  to  seek  the  Council's  formal 
action  under  the  Noise  Abatement  Act,  I960. 

In  accordance  with  a  recommendation  contained  in  the  i  inis try  of  Housing 
and  Local  G-overnment  Circular  22/67  the  Council  agreed  that  opportunity  and 
encouragement  be  given  to  appropriate  members  of  the  staff  to  attend  courses 
dealing  with  the  problems  of  industrial  noise.  The  Deputy  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  attended  such  a  course  at  the  end  of  the  year. 


REFUSE  TIPS 

Permission  to  deposit  refuse  in  existing  or  exhausted  gravel  pits  is 
given  under  the  Surrey  County  Council  Act,  1931*  by  the  local  authority  and  by 
the  County  Council. 

Conditions  are  reviewed  annually  and  in  1967  consents  were  given  in 
respect  of  five  pits  in  the  area.  Filling  took  place  in  three  of  the  pits. 

Conditions  are  imposed  regarding  the  type  of  materials  permitted  to  be 
deposited  and  it  is  necessary  for  careful  and  frequent  observations  to  be  kept 
on  the  progress  of  filling  in  order  to  ensure  that  filling  takes  place  without 
nuisance  and  in  a  manner  which  will  provide  reasonable  stability  of  the 
reclaimed  areas. 

The  persons  to  whom  permission  is  given  are  required  to  supply  regular 
water  sample  reports  to  indicate  the  oxygen  content  of  the  pit  water. 

The  Council's  conditions  of  consent  stipulate  that  filled  areas  are  pro¬ 
vided  with  suitable  top  covering  but  power  does  not  exist  to  compel  the  culti¬ 
vation  of  the  reclaimed  land.  At  two  of  the  pits  at  present  being  filled  the 
operators  have  taken  steps  towards  the  after-use  of  the  land  by  producing  hay 
crops  and  grazing  cattle. 


RODENT  AND  PEST  CONTROL 


Rodent  Control: 

The  number  of  complaints  of  rats  or  mice  infestation  showed  a  slight 
increase  in  1967  (323)  compared  with  1966  (309)° 

One  rodent  operator  is  employed  to  undertake  the  destruction  of  rats  and 
mice.  This  important  public  health  service  is  well  known  locally  and  is 
available  promptly  and  free  of  charge  to  domestic  premises.  A  small  charge 
is  made  in  respect  of  business  premises. 

In  all  but  one  instance  the  infestations  were  of  a  minor  character,  the 
exception  being  a  very  heavy  infestation  on  agricultural  land.  Successful 
control  in  this  case  was  carried  out  by  a  private  operator  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  a  public  health  inspector. 
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No  evidence  was  found  to  indicate  infestations  in  the  drains  or  sewers  of 
the  district*

Other  Pest  Control 

Treatment  to  eradicate  infestations  of  numerous  other  pests  (e.g.  bugs, 
fleas,  cockroaches,  bats  and  wasps)  is  also  undertaken  by  the  operative* 
Eighty-two  wasps  nests  were  destroyed  and  a  charge  of  10s*  6d  is  made  for  this 
service,  where  it  can  be  accomplished  without  undue  personal  risk* 

Advice  is  given  to  the  public  on  the  control  of  a  variety  of  insect 
pests  (e.g.  ants,  carpet  beetles,  clothes  moths,  etc.)* 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 


Food  Complaints: 

Thirty-one  complaints  regarding  unsound  or  suspicious  food  were  received 
compared  with  thirty-two  the  previous  year. 

Three  of  the  complaints  were  referred  to  the  Public  Control  Department  of 
the  Surrey  County  Council  and  resulted  in  two  warnings  being  given  and  one 
prosecution  being  taken.  The  proceedings  were  in  respect  of  the  sale  of  a 
sponge  cake  containing  an  insect  and  a  fine  of  £10,  with  £5«  5s«  Od  costs,  was 
imposed. 

One  complaint  by  a  local  resident  was  referred  to  a  neighbouring 
authority  as  the  food  had  been  purchased  in  that  district  and  resulted  in  a 
successful  prosecution  for  the  sale  of  meat  pies  affected  with  mould. 

Twenty-seven  complaints  were  fully  investigated  by  your  public  health 
inspectors  and  the  Public  Health  Committee  recommended  proceedings  to  be  taken 
in  two  cases  concerned  with  the  sale  of  meat  pies  affected  with  mould.  Fines 
totalling  £30,  with  £5.  5s •  Od  costs,  were  obtained. 

In  three  instances  warning  letters  were  sent  to  the  food  traders  con¬ 
cerned  and  the  remaining  cases  were  dealt  with  informally,  being  of  a  less 
serious  nature. 

The  action  of  the  general  public  of  bringing  the  sale  of  any  unsound  or 
suspicious  food  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  is  welcomed  for  in 
doing  so  the  food  traders  and  their  employees  are  made  more  aware  of  their 
responsibilities  concerning  food  hygiene. 

Milk  and  Dairies: 

The  Council  are  required  under  Part  III  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (G-eneral) 
Regulations,  1959*  to  maintain  a  register  of  dairies  and  distributors  of  milk. 

There  are  no  dairies  but  twenty-one  distributors  are  registered. 

The  Surrey  County  Council,  as  Food  and  Drugs  Authority,  are  responsible 
for  the  issue  of  dealers’  licences  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Regulations,  1960/63° 

By  arrangement  with  the  County  Council  your  public  health  inspectors 
carry  out  milk  sampling  work  and  reports  are  provided  monthly  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer. 

Thirty- seven  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and  all  were  found  to 
satisfy  the  tests  prescribed  by  the  Regulations. 

Food  Premises: 

Three  hundred  and  thirty- two  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and 
thirteen  notices  were  served  where  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  found. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  type  of  food  premises  in  the 
district  and  indicates,  as  required  by  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  l/68,  the 
standard  of  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (G-cneral)  Regulations,  I960,  so 
far  as  the  provision  of  washing  facilities  is  concerned.

Meat  Inspection: 

There  is  one  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  district  and  during  1967  a 
total  of  23,510  animals  were  slaughtered  for  human  consumption.  This 
total  is  almost  double  that  of  1966  and  the  task  of  detailed  inspection  of 
carcases  occupied  a  considerable  amount  of  your  inspectors'  time. 
Slaughtering  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  evenings  in  the  early 
part  of  the  week  and  it  was  again  possible  to  achieve  inspection  of  all 
animals  killed. 

A  charge  was  made  upon  the  slaughterhouse  for  the  meat  inspection 
service  and  the  Council  received  an  income  of  £74o>-  8°  31-  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  1967° 

Details  of  animals  slaughtered  and  inspected  and  of  meat  condemned  are 
shown  in  the  table  on  page  29  of  this  report.
